Wash the peas well in cold water and 
place in a pot with salt pork and vege- 
tables and cover with a gallon of water 
and boil for one hour. Remove pork and 
vegetables and continue boiling until 
such time as the peas are thoroughly 
cooked, adding water if necessary to bring 
to the required consistency.

4 pound salt pork diced 

I large onion finely sliced

Split the head of each clam so that it is 

open flat and rinse in the clam liquor to 
remove the grit; remove the black cap.

It was already an old house, dating 
from pre-Revolutionary days, when the 
Bronson Alcotts bought it in April 1845. 
The year before they had left Fruitlands 
in Harvard, Massachusetts, following 
their unsuccessful experiment in com 
munal living. 

In the year 1845 Mrs. Alcott received

father, Colonel Joseph May of Boston; 
with this money she bought The Wayside, 
with an acre of land and several small 
outbuildings including a wheelwright’s 
shop. Eight additional acres of fertile 
land lying across the road were bought for 
them by their good friend and near neigh- 
bor, Ralph Waldo Emerson. Mr. Alcott 
now hoped to earn a living for his family 
through farming rather than philosophy, 
which had failed him to this end. Anna, 
the Meg of Little Women, was 14 years of 
age, Louisa (Jo) was 12, Beth was nine, 
and Abba May, the baby, was just four 
years. 

The Alcotts named the house Hillside, 
as a steep hill rises directly behind it. 
During the later Hawthorne occupancy 
the place was given the name The Way- 
side, which it bears today. 

Mr. Alcott has come down in literary 
history as an impractical dreamer with no 
taste for labor; yet the back-breaking al- 
terations and improvements at The Way- 
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The Tower as seen 
from the garden of The Wayside 


side attest to a love of manual work. His 
garden project was enormous, he in- 
stalled many radical and practical ar- 
rangements within the house, and he 
later graded the big hill into a series of 
extensive terraces, which you may still see 
today. 

The house was in a bad state of repair. 
N. Hosmer, whom Mr. Alcott called in as 
sole helper, discovered that the wheel- 
wright’s shop which stood on the land 
was still sturdy. This building they cut 
in two and attached one half to each side 
of the small central house to form two 
one-story wings. The western wing formed 
a small study for Mr. Alcott as well as two 
little rooms on the ground floor. The 
other half was made into a woodhouse 
and bathhouse of which Mrs. Alcott wrote 
to her brother Sam concerning the ingen-

... Says Margaret Lothrop of The Wayside who as a 
girl knew many of the famed New England authors.

Ihe world has once again come to 
Louisa May Alcott. Not only has Holly- 
wood refilmed her immortal Lirre Wom- 
EN, but the house that inspired the crea 
tion of Meg, Beth, Amy and Jo is visited 
every weekend by many visitors, both 
young and old, who wish to see exactly 
where the novel was born. This vener- 
able house was not only the birthplace of 
the four lasses but the home of Margaret 
Sidney, creator of the Five Litr_e Pep- 
pers, and Nathaniel Hawthorne as well. 
It is now known as The Wayside and still 
stands at the edge of Lexington Road in 
Concord, Mass. 

In this old, buff 15-room structure, Miss 
Margaret Lothrop, daughter of Margaret 
Sidney, brings to life the immortal char- 
acters of the many authors who made 
Ihe Wavside their home in the last cen- 
tury. On the lawn outside or in the draw- 
ing room of the house, this lovable wom- 
an surrounds herself with children of all 
ages and patiently relates anecdotes and 
tales about great people who lived there. 

Miss Lothrop speaks of the LITTLE 
WomeN not as stiff characters from the 
world of fiction but as real as the young 
girls who inspired their creation—Louisa 
and her sisters, Anna, Beth, and Abba 
May. Mr. and Mrs. Bronson Alcott and 
their four daughters moved into the house 
on April 1, 1834, and named in The Hill- 
side. During the next three years, Louisa 
wrote many plays, poems, and short stor- 
ies, and it is in this house that she re- 
ceived the inspiration for her later novels. 
Louisa’s letters, manuscripts, and notes, 
written in her own hand, are still pre- 
served at the house. 

Miss Lothrop’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Daniel Lothrop, purchased the house 68 
vears ago from Rose Hawthorne Lathrop. 
Daniel Lothrop, one of the first publish- 
ers of children’s fiction in the U. S., died 
when Margaret was seven, and she and 
her mother remained at the house to- 
gether. Margaret Sidney was a penname. 

It was then that to this house of “dream 
children” new companions were added by 
Margaret Sidney in her classic work, THE 
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Five Lirrce Peprrers. In this memorable 
work, Miss Sidney succeeded in creating 
a family that has become a legend in ev 
ery child’s memory. However, to Miss 
Sidney and her daughter, the Peppers 
were as real as the “kids next door’. This 
realism was unique not only to Miss Loth 
rop and her mother, but to many visitors 
as well. On one occasion, a young lady 
indignantly asked Margaret Sidney why 
she let Joel fall out of the apple tree. “I 
make him?” the authoress asked. “I did 
not make him do anything. He went right 
ahead and did what he wanted to do and 
came and told me about it. I just wrote 
it.” Questions about why the Peppers 
did this or that are still asked of Miss 
Lothrop by her listeners. She answers 
them all with her mother’s own 

Miss Lothrop has endeavored during 
the last few years to recreate this world of 
fantasy for her visitors. She makes many 
of the early literary figures who produced 
much of the best literature in the United 
States seem like living people and not 
mere figureheads in an era. She speaks of 
them not as literary or historical figures 
but as intimate friends. “I don't believe 
that many of us realize that these people 
did not live such a long time ago. I knew 
and admired John Greenleaf Whittier, 
Oliver Wendell Holmes and many other 
writers of that century when I was a little 
girl. I think of them as neighbors and 
friends and, therefore, I understand them 
better for it. I wish my visitors to feel 
that way too.” 

Since the release of the film version of 
Lirr.e WoMEN, more people have visited 
the house. After seeing the girls on the 
screen, reading their story in the book, 
and visiting them at home, Miss Lothrop 
has succeeded in her desire to make the 
fictional world of the Litr_e WOMEN a 
real world for many children. Louisa 
May Alcott always said that she didn't 
have to travel for she had all the world 
she wanted right in her own home. So, 
in this year of 1949, instead of Louisa 
going out to see the world, the world has 
come to see her.

William Wallace Tooker, writing on 
Algonquin Names of Some Mountains 
and Hills, defines man-adn-ock as “land 
(or country) of the surpassing moun- 
tain.” Philologists variously interpret 
Monadnock as “revered mountain” and 
“the honored or respected mountain.” 


Whatever its systematic derivation, 
Monadnock is certainly revered and 
honored by hundreds of enthusiastic 
climbers, geologists and naturalists. The 


immense pile of granite and schist, tim- 
bered now only to the 2,700 foot level, 
rises from the surrounding country of 
lakes and rolling wooded hills to form an 
isolated mountain of grand proportions. 
The spruce forests that clothe its slopes 
shelter the summer homes of many ol 
our northern nesting birds. 

The net result of 20 years spent in chas 
ing birds with binoculars and a field note 
book is a reservoir of the happiest mem- 
ories of my life, which can be tapped in 
my declining years when age holds me 
chairbound and, secondly, the realization 
of how much there is to learn if one

would win to a Ph. D. in bird study. ‘Two 
years’ residence in Dublin, N. H. and five 
summers spent on the southwest slope of 
Monadnock have given me some inter 
esting experiences with the birds of the 
mountain and of the surrounding low 
lands. ‘The highlights of these observa 
tions are offered to YANKEE readers not as 
a learned thesis but as records noted as 
my son and I followed many of the moun 
tain trails and timbered foothills of Dub 
lin, Harrisville and Jatlrey. 

The very spirit of Monadnock seems to 
breathe through the haunting melodies of 
northern forests 
as their stage. The clear, tremulous notes 
of the white-throated sparrow will for 
ever bring to me the scent of the moun 
tain’s high spruces and I will see, again 
and again, the songster, perched atop the 
grey, ragged pinnacle of a withered tree, 
head thrown back, parted bill pointing to 
the heavens and the fine, plaintive whistle 
floating like a silver wire from his swell 
ing throat. 

Ihe other mountain sprite is the olive 
backed thrush wheezy, ringing 
chimes echo from the timbered ridges so 
often through the soft-lighted, pre-dusk 
hours. The flute-like chimes of the her 
mit thrush are purer and have not the 
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whirring, vibrating quality of the olive- 
back’s. Dr. Leon Hausman has well in- 
terpreted the latter’s song by the reason- 
able query, “Oh really, willya, willya?” 
Monadnock is the mountain home of 
wood warblers and flashing glimpses of 
brilliant yellow are typical of its dark 
aisles of spruce. Blackburnians, black- 
throated greens, magnolias and myrtles 
are abundant; at lower levels chestnut- 
sided and northern yellowthroats are 
most frequently seen. Blackburnians nest 
high in conifers and the black-throated 
greens put their curly-birch-decorated 
homes against the trunks of smaller 
spruces, well hidden in the spikey green 
sprays. | have found them at heights of 
200 feet or lower, although they are 
known to nest as high as 50 feet. 
Chestnut-sided warblers build their 
deep, grey, plant fiber cups in_ thick 
clumps of hardhack, ferns or goldenrod, 
not over 3 feet from the ground. North- 
ern yellowthroats nest on the ground, 
usually at the base of some dense growth 
of goldenrod or field grasses, sometimes 
at the foot of a young spruce, often in 
the center of a thick iris bed. Several 
pairs of these pert little wrenlike warb- 
lers nest high on the mountain, in the 
edges of small Alpine meadows. Dead 
leaves always are woven into the founda- 
tion of the rather bulky nest. Magnolia 
warblers hide their delicate nests of wispy 
dried grasses in dense patches of three- 
or four-foot spruces. Myrtle warblers are 
often seen in the spruces near timberline 
and their steel-blue, black and_ white 
plumage and flashing yellow rumps are 
familiar sights throughout the _ region. 


Look for their nests from 15 to 30 feet 
up in evergreens.

Black-throated blue warblers are not 
uncommon and their nesting 
usually at the base of laurel or rhododen 
dron bushes, a foot or so off the ground 
The northern water thrush (in spite of its 
name, a warbler) nests along the edges of 
dank rain pools formed in the excava 
tions left by uprooted trees. We found 
one nest in such a deep tangle, but oddly 
enough the incubating bird was a Louisi 
ana water thrush (a rarity in New Hamp 
shire), identified at a range of six feet by 
the much larger bill and the white un 
derparts and eye streak, untinged with 
vellow.

PARTY BE DAMNED!

New Hampshire, the first state in Amer- 
ica to establish (1775) a state government 
independent of Great Britain, now be- 
comes the first state in the Union to cut 
government expenses and halt the expan- 
sion of bureaucracy. 

When Speaker of the House, Richard 
Upton, declared last July 27th, the first of 
the biennial sessions of the 1949-50 New 
Hampshire Legislature adjourned until 
Fall, his gavel fell upon one of the most 
fascinating and significant legislative stor- 
ies this country has practically ever 
known. 

Fascinating—because in the warp and 
woof of the pattern of this legislature— 
America is seen fooling around, incon- 
clusive, strangely adolescent, confused, yet 
—landing on its feet, American style. Sig- 
nificant—because this legislature, the larg- 
est in all of America, and therefore the 
most unwieldy, cast off party lines, friend- 
ships, ties of all kinds and became the 
first state in America to answer the de- 
mands of the people back home that the 
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rising spiral of government expense be 
ended. 

Going back almost a year to the Fall 
elections when Republican Governor 
Sherman Adams had a surprisingly close 
victory over his Democratic opponent, 
Dartmouth Professor Hill, Adams initiat 
ed a paring program which—if it had 
been steadily maintained— might well 
have reflected state sentiment in Repub 
lican mirrors. The Governor weakened 
miserably however as did his so-called 
Republican leadership. The paring 
knives were put away and, instead, onto 
the floor of the House came one appro 
priation bill after another. 

Fish and Game, for example, wanted 
$200,000 but didn’t get it. Republican 
standbys joined the Democrats in want- 
ing to know, first, just where the money 
was coming from. The revolt went so far 
as to find a good Pollution Bill, backed 
by the Administration, going over the 
dam, too. This was pulled back when 
voters began to show their teeth, and

passing any appropriation 
measures—came in with revenue bills; first 
a sales tax, later an income tax. But 
again, this House of Representatives re 
fusing to remain within the party fences 
jumped all over the place and ended, 
stubborn like out in the grass roots with 
the people. The people, and its Repre 
sentatives in an historic resolution to the 
Senate on June 29th, asked the Budget be 
cut to a point where no new appropria 
tions would be necessary—and no new 
taxes would have to be raised to carry on 
state government. 

Thus did the Senate Republican major 
ity, opposed this time by a Democraty 
coalition, do as it was asked to do... and 
the House, Republicans and Democrats 
alike, did therewith concur. 

About $4,100,000 was thereby lopped 
off the Biennial Budget—nearly half made 
up in reducing State Aid to schools, 
$38,000 from the State Board for Inebri 
ates, $101,000 from the University of New 
Hampshire, $150,000 from the State Plan 
ning Board, $80,000 from the State Men 
tal Hygiene Clinic, $48,000 from the State 
Department of Agriculture. 

Seems severe, but actually only 13 of

The woodcuts which embellish The 
Pictorial Reader by Rensselear Bentley, 
first appearing in 1847, are the work of 
Dr. Alexander Anderson. They aren't 
really any great shakes as creative art, but 
they serve the purpose admirably, making 
the volume one of the more interesting 
schoolbooks in this period. 

Dr. Anderson deserves credit as the first 
wood engraver in America, having started 
in the mid-1790s. He was then in his 
early 20's; and since he kept at his work 
until he was past 90—95 when he died, he 
is responsible for an impressive amount 
of work. 

To be sure, he subordinated wood en- 
graving for a while to his successful prac- 
tice as physician, though he was at one 
time not only a physician, but also a de- 
signer on wood and copper, a bookseller, 
and a publisher. Then in 1798 a yellow 
fever epidemic struck New York, taking 
his infant son, his wife, father, mother, 
brother, mother-in-law and a sister-in-law. 
In utter despair he gave up his practice 
(resident physician at Bellevue Hospital) 
to sojourn with a botanist uncle in the 
West Indies. 

Thus he turned more fully to wood en- 
graving, reproducing the designs of 
Thomas Bewick, his English predecessor, 
a truly great wood engraver and lover of 
country living. 

And while we have never approached 
Thomas Bewick in America, Dr. Ander- 
son, Abel Bowen, (a founder of The Bos- 
ton Bewick Company), John W. Barber, 
John Alexander Adams, Hammatt Bill-

ings (who did the Farmer’s Almanac cuts 
used from 1853 to the present), and oth 
ers were supplying by the 1820's and 
1830's for the first time in America, illus 
trations which were comprehensible and 


sometimes attractive after they went 
through the press. 

How unlike the wretchedly drawn 
countenance of Noah Webster’ which 


used to scare the kids as it lurked in the 
obscure ink-gray back-ground, a fearful 
Genius Loci and Nemesis for misusers of 
his 1790's Spelling Book. 

One might ask in passing, if woodcut 
illustration in the early 1800's was good, 
wasn’t the work done in the late 1800's 
better? Unfortunately this is not often 
the case, for with the arrival of photog 
raphy, woodcut illustration was diverted 
to a literal reproduction, trying to trans 
fer the photograph’s tonal effects line by 
line onto the weodblock. It was a bad 
day for woodcuts when the artist looked 
at his block through camera lenses. And 
while there’s a lot more, good and bad to 
the story than this, it can be summed up 
briefly by considering how very different 
the stock would-be-photograph cuts are 
from the wonderful old woodcuts of Al 
brecht Durer, and the newly arriving dis 
ruptive work of Gaugin. 

But what I like about Bentley's Pictor 
tal Reader is the graphic and descriptive 
material regarding various trades and 
their tools.

“In erecting houses or other buildings 
in the country, the timber of which the 
frame is made is cut in the forest, and 
collected together near the place where 
the building is to stand. The carpenter 
squares the timber, by first scoring it with 
the axe, and then hewing it with the 
broad-axe. Then, by the use of the square, 
he marks out the framework of the build 
ing. Mortises are formed, the tenons fit 
ted, and holes made to pin them together. 
\fter the foundation walls are laid by the 
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mason, and the timber all framed, the 
neighbors are invited to come and assist 
in Raising the Building. 

“The lower timbers have been placed 
on the walls, and the upright timbers 
pinned together in parts. One of these 
has been erected, and the men you see are 
engaged in raising another. A man with 
an iron bar is placed at the foot of each 
post, to keep it in its proper place, while 
the others are raising them. The men are 
furnished with pike-poles, with which 
they raise the timbers when beyond the 
reach of their hands... When the rais- 
ing is completed, and the timbers are all 
pinned together, it is called The Frame 
of a Building. 

“The parts which compose the frame are 
called by different names. The large tim 
bers resting on the walls are the sills: 
the upright timbers at each corner and 
in the center are the posts, and the small 
ones between them the studs. The posts 
and studs support the beams and plates, 
and the braces across the corners give 
strength to the building. The joists are 
placed between the sills and beams to 
sustain the floors, and the rafters support 
the roof.” 

In some houses and barns the posts (if 
you've puzzled out the terminology) are 
wider at the inside of the top, adding to 
the support of the braces. Barns of course 
must stand the weight and thrust of tons 
of hay. And perhaps if a few years have 
elapsed since you jumped down, down in- 
to the resilience of the half-filled haymow 
from the beams, you may still remember 
these parts, and possibly your barn’s 
framepieces like ours had Roman num 
erals to show gang of barnraisers how the 
pieces went together. 

Mr. Bentley next discusses the sawyer, 
the mason, the painter, the cabinet-mak- 
er, the cooper and the blacksmith. Re- 
garding the sawyer, the Pictorial Reader 
points out that several up-and-down saws 

“a gang of saws”—were run parallel to 
slice a whole log into boards, the way 
bread is cut by machines today. Fortu- 
nately this undiscriminating and wasteful 
process of woodcutting has fallen into 
clisuse.

eMarble 


by Huco PARTON 


Soaring upward from Manhattan's East 
Side is the first structure of the United 
Nations. From the standpoint of height 
this Secretariat Building of 39 stories is a 
mere runt by New York standards, but 
even for the city of skyscrapers it is a 


sensational edifice. The two side walls 
will be blue glass. The two end walls— 
wholly without windows—will be faced 


with marble ashlar. 

Ihe United Nations’ ashlar is Vermont 
marble from the West Rutland quarries 
of the Vermont Marble Company. These 
sheets of dressed stone are four inches 
thick, with bond courses 12 inches thick 
that go back at each floor into the struc- 
tural wall of the building. About 2,000 
100 carloads of Vermont marble 
will go into the Secretariat Building, and 
this lordly and by-no-means-cheap mate- 
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tons, or 





rial was chosen only after the United 
Nations Planning Commission had sent 
representatives all over Europe and Amer- 
ica to inspect buildings and list available 


facing materials. Vermont Pearl was fin 
ally selected as typifying the average 
man's conception of marble. 

Towering modern buildings, with their 
steel skeletons anchored into’ bedrock, 
have limited the use of marble to exterior 
and interior finish. In many lower build 
ings marble blocks are employed in the 
construction itself. Notable examples of 
Vermont marble buildings are the New 
York Public Library, the Supreme Court 
and Jeffersonian Memorial in Washing 
ton. 

Marble was first discovered in the 
Western Hemisphere in Vermont, and 
even before the first quarry was opened 
in Dorset in 1785, marble was used for 
headstones. The tomb of the Unknown 
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Model of Secretariat Building, UN headquarters, New York. End walls are to be 
Vermont marble; side walls of blue glass. 


Soldier and of Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt are Vermont marble. 

Vermont automobile license _ plates 
have on them the words, “Green Moun- 
tains,” and it is true that the state’s 
mountains are green in summer from 
head to heels, but literally the Green 
Mountains lie a few miles east of the 
range—the ‘Taconic Mountains—which 
provides the marble. The Taconics are 
mere 3,000-foot remnants of once-high 
mountains, but in respect to age they 
make most of the lofty peaks of America, 
Europe and Asia appear pre-kindergarten. 
Marble was formed during the Ordovi- 
cian Period which lasted about 4,000,000 
years. 

An arm of the sea once reached up into 
Vermont, which is now far from the coast, 
and limestone deposits were formed by 
little critters, such as rhizopods, that had 
the power to take lime from the water. 
They were the highest form of life in 
their day and as sediments they accumu- 
lated to the incredible depth of a mile 
on the ocean’s floor. 

This floor finally settled and _ lateral 
pressure folded this accumulation and 
brought it above the surface of the 
water to form the Taconic Range. The 
folding caused such intense heat that 
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limestone was re-crystalized into marble. 
Some 10,000 years ago glaciers lazed their 
way through the valleys of Vermont, and 
in a number of places scratches left by 
these glaciers are plainly visible on out 
croppings of marble. Vermonters feel in 
their sub-zero winters that glaciers are 
still lurking around, but one of the state 
freaks is that the world’s oldest coral 
reef—usually associated with the tropics 

is on Isle La Motte in Lake Champlain. 

When the first marble quarry of the 
New World was started in Dorset Moun 
tain the problem of getting the stone out 
was a serious problem, and once out the 
problem of transporting the heavy blocks 
was equally serious. Blocks were broken 
loose by wedges and hacked into shape 
by hammer and chisel. Later came smooth 
iron saws that, with the aid of sand and 
water, cut the marble, and channeling 
machines and, now-a-days, diamond 
toothed saws. 

The original Dorset quarries are no 
longer worked—except one of them that 
is the town’s unofficial swimming hole. 
Through the quarries’ active years it is 
estimated that 44,805,000 cubic feet of 
marble were removed, and used in con 
structing such notable buildings ( in addi- 
tion to the New York Public Library) as 
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the Harvard Medical School and the 
John Hay Memorial Library at Brown 
University. One of the earliest buildings 
of Dorset marble, and still in use, is the 
old Custom House erected in Erie, Pa., in 
1837. 

Before the railroad crawled up into 
Vermont the great blocks of marble 
were loaded on ox-cart and four-horse 
teams and hauled from Dorset to Com- 
stock Landing on Champlain Canal, and 
via Hudson and Erie Canals into New 
York State to Buffalo and way stations. 
Those were strenuous and roisterous trips 
and an old recipe for “Comstock Hot 
Buttered Rum” has been handed down. 
It reads as follows: 

“Use heavy tall glasses like ‘bar 
glasses,” 10 or 12 ounces, and a long 
spoon. Fill them up with boiling hot 
water, then empty—don’'t start to 
make this drink with cold glasses or 
cold pewter. Put in each glass a jigger 
and a half of New England Rum and 
a tablespoon of maple sugar. Then 
drop in a chunk of butter about as 
big as a peanut. Fill up the glass 
with boiling hot water, _ stirring 
vigorously. Grate a little nutmeg on 
top. Then relax and enjoy it. If you 


want to be a real Dorset Old-Timer, 

double up the amount of rum, sugar 

and butter for the receipt (sic), and 
then double up the quantity you make. 

This drink will cure any human ail 

ment.’'* 

Human ailments a-plenty may be cured 
within the U. N.’s marble walls—a use of 
Vermont marble beyond the farthest im 
aginings of the Comstock days.

Magic at Meadow “Hearth 


by Maupte M. MARTIN 


Meadow Hearth sits high on a hillside 
in the village of Hopkinton, New Hamp- 
shire. New Englanders know it as the 
summer theatre of Kurt and Grace Graft, 
well-known dancers, but to the Grafts 
Meadow Hearth is home. 

This is the second old house they have 
done over with only a limited amount of 
skilled labor employed to help them. The 
first house was in Vermont and attractive 
as it was (for the Grafts could not do 
otherwise), it offered no opportunity for 
the development of an outdoor concert 
theatre. Their search for the _ perfect 
house and location was as exhausting and 
discouraging as such searches always are 
until that happy day when they bounced 
over the hill in Hopkinton to find the lit 
Maudie M. Martin tle house they fell in love with. It was, 
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and is, a beautifully proportioned house, 
it had fine paneling, five open hearths, 
and an enormous shed which promised 
to become a spacious dance studio, as 
well as a barn which could become a sum 
mer theater. This was it! 

Three nights after the Graffs moved in 
gipsy-fashion, there was a horrible crash 

a litthe tornado had attacked the barn 
theatre-to-be and it lay in ruins. Wind 
insurance (who says artists aren't prac- 
tical?) and an indomitable spirit gave 
Kurt Graff the incentive to use the lum 
ber the wind had reaped to redesign the 
studio so that it would serve as a theatre 
too. The old weathered boards were 
placed herringbone fashion to form an 
unusual background for the plays and 
musicals and dance concerts which now 
flourish there. 

The old house itself is built in tradi- 
tional pattern around a central chimney. 
[he two square rooms, lying left and 
right from the front entry, are now parlor 
and downstairs bedroom, each with a fire- 
place. The Keeping Room lying across 
the back of the house is the present sit- 
ting room. It has an enormous fireplace 
with a crane, Dutch oven, and eight-foot 
hearth. The hearth is a single slab of 
granite and the Graffs felt that it was the 
foundation stone of the house. From it 
and the lovely rolling meadows lying all 
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about the house they arrived at the name 
Meadow Hearth. 

I'he dining room is a small room which 
was the kitchen in Victorian times, the 
present Meadow Hearth kitchen is in 
what was the former buttery, just off the 
present dining room. Upstairs is a large 
bedroom which is the guest room. 

The Graff's house, as you can see by 
the pictures, is perfectly enchanting. 
They have brought to it not only beau- 
tiful furniture and ornamentation, but a 
remarkably fine feeling for color and line 
and style. You can’t envision, looking at 
the pictures of the house, that the rooms 
are really small...arrangement of furn- 
iture and a wonderful eye for line gives 
a feeling of space. Mr. Graff is a really 
fine artist with brush and paint—all of the 
finely decorated pieces of furniture in 
the house with the exception of two old 
Venetian chairs in the dressing room, are 
his work. 

The Graffs have danced their way 
around the world, and in their voyaging 
have collected fine furniture and carvings. 
In the living room, which used to be the 








all-purpose kitchen, living room, and 
ballroom, you see two Baroque angels 
from the Rhineland blessing the hearth; 
gold leafed Florentine angels glimmer in 
the firelight from an ancient Italian chest; 
an Austrian Ste. Nepumuk stands com- 
fortably upon a fine Swiss prie dieu. 
Early American pewter, and modernly 
comfortable chairs mixed with lovely old 
Spanish ones, live harmoniously in this 
fascinating room. 

Ihe room is panelled in two-foot-wide 
feather-edged boards, still warmly-toned 
from a long ago staining of raspberry 
juice—with—sour milk. The built-in cup- 
board at one end of the room is an orig- 
inal one, as you can see from the “before” 
picture of this room. It now boldly, but 
gracefully, wears French hand-painted 
porcelain doorknobs. 

The Borning Room, small room just 
off the Keeping Room, is now a little 
dressing room. The window is hung in 
old gold satin and the dressing table and 
chest are decorated in the Venetian man- 
ner to blend with the old Venetian chairs. 

Continuing in a circle around the big 
hearth, we come next to the downstairs 
bedroom. It is painted a wonderful shade 
of Napoleonic blue. In place of curtains, 
the original Indian shutters are drawn at 
night. The only curtains in this room 
hang from the crowns on the ceiling to 
swathe the Empire beds. The desk is a

moved in, 
a dance studio 
ing room, 
effect of 


fine French one and one of the Graff's 
most prized possessions. The bedside 
tables are interesting—circles of heavy 
glass mounted on an old Italian wine 
jug of brass, or on a black marble col- 
umn. The beds are hung in brown satin 
and the canopies over them are of old 
rose damask. 

From this bedroom you may circle into 
the entry-way. The wallpaper here is 
white, embellished with a gilt design 
which is French in feeling. Mr. Graff 
marbelized the floor and stairway and 
discovered later that many old American 
houses had just this floor treatment. 

The parlor I need not describe except 
to say that the walls are hung in gray 
paper with thin silver stripe, and al- 
though you cannot see it, you may take 
my word that the old peasant bed sitting 
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four-square in a corner is not frowned 
upon by the ornate, Victorian elegance 
surrounding it. 

Back again, across one end of the sit 
ting room, we come to the dining room. 
From the pictures of this room, before 
and after, you can most easily see what 
magic the Graffs have wrought. Gone is 
the behemoth black coal stove, gone is the 
blistered waterheater, and best of all, 
gone are those overhead pipes. Seven 
coats of paint, from the wainscoating, 
were patiently removed by the Grafts, 
and now the mellow tone of old pine 
blossoms through. The walls are hung 
in a colorful Early American pattern 
glazed chintz, as is the window. The lace 
ruffled flounce, hung under a gilt tin val 
ance, came from one of Grace Graff's 
dance costumes. The pewter sconces and 
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candelabra were made by a friend, Paul 
Reck, and cast a soft light upon the rasp- 
berry-colored linen table covering and 
the carving of the Swiss and Italian peas- 
ant chairs. 

The guest room, which is upstairs, com- 
pletes our tour of this delightful house. 
Here stands Kurt Graff's masterpiece—the 
great bed. This was a pathetic old coun 
try bed he found. He elevated it 12 inches, 
scraped it down to the natural wood, and 
painted it with angels and folded ribbon 
and clouds and other lovely things. On 
the ceiling of the canopy a Madonna and 
child look down. Grace Graff gave the 
bed its final imaginative touch—she made 
the bed curtains and flounces from the 
“Singing Earth” underskirts, a ballet from 
their former company’s repertoire before 
the war. 

This is not only a highly imaginative 
house, it is full of feeling—but I will let 
Grace Graff speak for herself... “It is 
fortunate when both husband and wife 
fall in love simultaneously with a house 
and have the fun of working on it to

The year 
before they had lived in the little red 
cottage in Lenox, and but lately in West 
Newton in the house of Mrs. Hawthorne's 
brother-in-law, Horace Mann, then a 
Congressman in Washington. Although 
the Hawthornes loved the sea—they were 
both from Salem—the three happy years 
they had spent at the Old Manse in Con- 
cord must have drawn them again to this 
little inland village. 

Hardly had they moved in when Frank- 
lin Pierce, classmate at Bowdoin, and 
nominee for President of the United 
States, asked Hawthorne to write his cam- 
paign biography. Hawthorne did what 
he could to avoid the chore, but, as he 
wrote to a mutual friend: “Of course, 
after a friendship of thirty years, it was 
impossible to refuse my best efforts in his 
behalf at this—the great pinch of his life.” 
This summer held tragedy too. Word 
came of the loss by drowning of his 
younger sister, Louisa.

Hampshire didn’t so much “muddle 
through” in the way its English ancestry 
has been accustomed but in doing noth- 
ing somehow did something—which after 
all is somehow in the American tradition.

In conclusion, it must be remembered 
that many a legislator now at home lick- 
ing his wounds will tell you that the peo- 
ple were wrong in this apparent revolt 
against taxes. It is clear that aid to the 
insane, and otherwise ill, is an important 
state function and cannot go on without 
funds. It is also clear that many people 
think they are still going to receive many 
of the services the state has rendered in 
the past—for nothing. If the balance pro- 
vided by this historic session has weighted 
down the scales in favor of slighting bad- 
ly needed state services, the goodness of 
such an adjustment becomes evil.

The painter is shown mixing his own 
lead and oil pigment, using a muller—‘‘a 
hard stone, formed like a sugar-loaf.” It 
is flat on the bottom, and used for grind- 
ing the dry ingredients on a slab of mar- 
ble; it is not to be confused with a mud 
dler, used for mixing wet ingredients by 
the bartender, not represented in the 
Pictorial Reader. 

Ihe cooper has a tool unfamiliar to 
me; it’s a fro, made of iron, with an up- 
right handle of wood, used for splitting 
staves, and, by the shingle-maker, for 
splitting shingles. Unless you were a pro 
genitor of Sherlock Holmes, or a contem- 
porary of C. Auguste Dupin, and able to 
discern a man’s trade by the callouses on 
his hand, I doubt if you could tell a shin- 
gle-maker from a cooper by his costume, 


for the busy workers crowded into these 
cuts are the same fellows in different set- 
tings. 

One other occupational illustration 


stands out—“weighing a swarm of bees,” 
for the moral (“O what a multitude of 
bees! How I wish we could count them!” 

.“That cannot be done...” “Never 
be positive upon any subject, my son, be- 
fore you have thoroughly examined it.’’) 
here carried off more enticingly than us- 


ual. For of course brother Charles, using 
a handy steelyard to weigh the _ bees, 
could readily deduct for the limb, and 
computing, astonishes us with the infor- 


mation that there were 27,840 bees in the 


swarm.

Other resident summer warblers are 
the black and white, Canadian, Nashville 
and redstart. I have seen only one bay- 
breasted on the mountain, although they 
have been reported as nesting at the 
higher levels. 

Red-eyed and blue-headed vireos are 
common nesters, the latter often sitting 
so close that she may be touched on the 
nest. 

Juncos are abundant on the mountain 
and their nests have been found in patch- 
es of low blueberry vines practically on 
the summit. No other Monadnock bird, 
so far as I know, nests at this altitude. 
Juncos also nest at 1600-2000 foot levels. 

The winter wren is on the mountain, 
but he’s as elusive as a field mouse. The 
roots of an overturned tree form a favor 
ite hiding place for this wren’s nest. 
House wrens cheerfully bubble out their 
songs around every farmhouse. 

I see hairy woodpeckers and _ flickers 
more often than downy woodpeckers but 
the most exciting of the family to see is 
the big pileated, with white-lined wings 
Hashing in rapid beats across a mountain 
slashing. I have found them more com- 
mon on the north side of Monadnock 
than elsewhere and I discovered a_ pair 
nesting in a beech tree on one of the 
lower slopes of Pumpelly Ridge. Three 
young were raised and I had the nest tree 
under observation from the time that the 
woodpeckers began excavations until the 
young left. The nest hole was about 40 
feet up and was chiseled into live wood. 
take on the colors of the

The young 
adults without any 
plumage. 

\ red-headed woodpecker appeared in 
Fitzwilliam in the early spring of 1941. I 
believe that it had been 50 years or more 
since one had been seen in New Hamp- 
shire. Wendell Taber of Cambridge dis- 
covered him in a swamp, pierced with 
the upright, bleached skeletons of a dozen 
trees, long defunct. These gnarled stubs 
were pitted with old hairy and downy 
woodpecker holes and several were hous- 
ing families of bluebirds and tree swal 
lows. In a freshly cut hole the red-heads’ 
nest was located by the Abbott team, the 
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shire. 


first such record, I think, for New Hamp- 


Yellow-bellied Sapsuckers are not 


uncommon summer residents of deep 
timber of the Monadnock region. We 
found several nest locations, freshly dug 


holes

Red-shouldered hawks appear oftenest 
in my records, particularly on the south 
and southwest side of the mountain. | 
have seen them several times flying over 
with some hapless garter snake dangling

My son and I found 


winged hawks nesting in the low 


hills at the northern base and I have seen

a number of times at the foot of 


the Marlboro Ridge. Sparrow hawks 
quite often perch on dead stubs near the 
summit and are commonly seen hovering 
over the fields of the lower slopes. Marsh 
hawks quarter over swampy land back of 
Perkins Pond, at the foot of Marlboro 


Ridge 


and I have seen them high over 


the saddle near Bald Rock and above the 

Pumpelly and Reservation Ridges. 
Coopers hawks often fly between the 

mountain road and Marlboro Ridge and

my son located a goshawk’s nest at 


1600 feet elevation on one of the 


northern slopes of the mountain. We 
kept the nest under observation for some 
weeks and had remarkable chances to ob- 
serve at close quarters two of these pow- 


erful, 


untamed hawks. Two of the three 


eggs were spotted as heavily as are red- 
shoulders’'—a great rarity among goshawks’ 
eges and, according to Arthur Cleveland 


Bent, 


the only instance of such marking 


of which he has record. The nest was 
large and about 40 feet up in a multiple 
crotch of a white pine. 

I have seen goshawks on two other occa-

fiving over wooded ridges on the 
side of the mountain. I have hap- 


pened to see only one bald eagle on 
Monadnock although many other observ- 
ers have seen them more frequently.
